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FOUR MINERS ENTOMBED

The - Fatal Disaster at Mabanoy
Plane, Pa.

Gaogs of Men Work All Night, Huat
¥nil to Recaver the Bodies of the
Dead—Buried Under Tonn of Calm,
How the Accident Occurred—Sev-
eral of the Workmen Injured,

MAHANOY PLANE, Pa, Nov. 6.—
Bearching partles have falled up to this
morning to recover all of the bodies of
the unfortunstes who were crushed to
death In  the Lawrence mines last night.
Detnils of the disuster obtained this morn-
ing show that four men were killed and
peveral others were injured. They were
erugh#d beneath rushing culm, which had
worked it way through crevices from the
surface and then burst the thin shell of
rock and timbers which separated 4t from
the workings below. So heavy was the
fall and so compietely did it Al the gang-
way that the men were caught lke mats
in a trap. Without a second’s warning
they were hurled into eternity, and as
yet, although as many workmen as could
crowd into that section bave labored for

more  than twenty-four bhours, all the
bodies- have not recovered.

ThegLawrence mine hias been very ex-
tensi worked and in consequence nu-
mero ve-lns have occurred In and
ahout ~Muhanoy Plane, making large gaps
in the surface nlong the hills and roads
leading to Frackville. For some lime past
the company has been running the refuse
from the mine Into these branches for
the purpose of filling them up.

Last night a large quantity of this culm
worked its way into a gangway on the
first lift, nnd miners were seut to remove
it. About 10:30 o'clock. without any
warning, there was a crash, and hundreds
of tons of dirt fell. completely covering
the four men and throwing the otheérs
against the jagged sides of the gangway.

Michnel Wallf, & driver, alone escaped
Injury. He was thrown by the foree of
the cave-in into a mine-car which was
standing near by, and this was sent fiylng:
along the gangway out of harm’s way.
Wolff at once sent in an alarm and in a
short time a large gang of men was ai
work endeavoring to save the lives of the
miners who were imprisoned bencath the
culm,

The men worked steadily nll nighi, and
s reliefl gang was put at work this morn-
Ing, but all of the bodies will not be {ound

Slow Work in the Auditor’s Office of
the War Department.

For the last few months there has beea
Incessant compiaint by soldiers and widows
of Inability to get thelr claims against the
Government seitled. The Secretary of
War and the Secretary of the Treasury
looked Into the ter and found the Au-
ditor's office of the War Department three
years behind in the work of many of iis
departments. In August fnst the pre-sure
grew to be so great that Secretary Root
and Treusurer Roberts asked that Audlior
Frank H. Morris, of (be Navy Department,
whose office was up to date. be assigned
to duty in the Audftor's effice of the War
Department, The exchange immediately
took place.

Of course Mr, ‘llsrrh has” brought the
usual volley of sbuse upon his head by
trying an innovation im the office—that Is,
to have the office turned Into a workshop
for seven hours every week day, instead of
headquarters for drawing pay, interspersed
with o little work for a pastime, and =&
rushing business in desk calls, hall con-
sultations, and debating eocleties about
social, business, and family afairs,

“I expected the abuse,” sald Mr. Morrls.
“I should be surprised if no complaint was
made against me. That is always the way
when there is an innovation in an office,
and especlally when the working capacity
of the clerks Is lncmud. We are three
years behind In some b hes of work in
this office, and there is a reason for it. It
is urged that the force ls inadequatle for
the werk and would have to be greatly In-
crensed. 1 looked Into the matter and
found that mest of the tardiness was not
from lack of sufficient force, but from an
Indisposition to work on the part of &
large number of the clerks. With the as-
ulstance of Mr, Brown, chief clerk, I be-
gan to gradually increase the work of the
force.

“He made a note of the amount of work
done by the best clerks; from this he made
&b average amount that should be required
from each clerk. It was such a siariling
Inncvation that I lowered it several de-
grees. The clerks who dawdled through

cards a day are now reguired to write 180,
and the number will be gradually Increased.
A woman who formerly wrole on an aver-
age of 25 cards mow writes from 200 to
212. Others keep very much higher, There
was oo resson why Lthe clerk who now
writes 200 cards should not have done it
before. 1t was simply o lack of of applica-
tion to business during business hours. The
clerk who formerly managed to do any-
where from 10 to 20 lines a day of schedule
work was at firsl required to get through

average was goiten at just as the other
was, and then lowered from 50 to 45 lines.

point be an excellent eclerk, but there s

a part that the eivil service does not, can-

not, look to, and that is his capacity and

intelligence for general office wosk. An-
other feature of civil serviee that st>pds
| much in the way of heads of departments
in the progress of their work is th= sscute
feeling that it glves one. The clerk who
has passed high too often feels that that s
the only requisité. and when combined
with a ‘pull’ thelr removal is impossible.
They may have capacity for paseing ex-
aminations, but not for work. They may
have sufficient Intelligence for the work,
and also the capacity. but if you woud
hunt up their previous record you wol d
find that they never would work., There
is a lot of material of this kind in Govern-
ment offices, and it ought to be gotten out.

“Take it all in all, I think the clerk does
the best who gets into office by good man-
agement and hard work and who stirives
every day to make a record that will keep
him in. There are now too many old peo-
ple In the offices who are consclentious
enough, but who really are unable to work.
It is cheaper for the Government to pension
them, after they have given the best of
their lives to the service, than to allow them
to remmin ss an impediment to official
work.”

Asked when he thought the work of the
Auditor's office would be brought up to date
Mr. Morris sald he thought it would take a
year.

All of the heads of departments susialn
Auditor Morris in his sieadfast decision Lo
have no loafing in his office, and in many
of them it has caused o small-sized revolu-
tion. The women clerks, who (formerly
promenaded the bhalls and visited outside
of every door, who found it convenient to
have s hesdache every day or so and lay
off from work, have begun to cast stead-
fast glances ahout 10 eee if authority is In
sight. There is a steady watch kept upon
their affice record, not only in Auditor Mor-
ris’ office, but in every department. And
the time has come in other offices; as well
as In this, when the idler must depend more
on work and less on influence.

CHARGES OF CRUELTY.

Allieged Negleet of Troops om the
Transport Tartar.

Cavalry, and George W. Millz, of the Twen-
tieth Kansas, died a few days aftsr reach-
ing land.

The earnings of ‘Norfolk and Western
for the fourth week of October were of the
eame highly satistactory nature that other
recent reporis have been. An increase In
gross receipts for the week of $46,000 is
shown. The Incresse for the month of Oc-
tober was $151,791, and the increase for
the four months of the new fiscal year
was $741,240, The Norfolk and Western Is
earning at the rate of 4 per cent on the
common stock in addition to the 4 per cent
on the preferred, or, putting It the other
way, It is earning in three months
to pay the dividend on the preferred stock
for an entire year. The price at whizh
both the preferred and the common are
selling aut the present time Is apparently
absurd under the circumstances. The
same may be sald with almost egual truth
regirding the Southern Rallway securitles.

The writer says that Gen-
eral Otis, Immediately on assuming com-
mand, installed himself In Lhe governor
general’s pdlage and surrounded himself
with all the pomp and ceremony of Span-
ish official custom.

He bas maintained this poliey all n'ong,
pever comes out to mix with the other of-
ficers, gives Nis orders as a military des-
pot, consults with no one, knows nothing
af the Intrigues golng on around him, and
i# constantly mixing up and interfering
with racial and political conditions whizh
should not be disturbed. He #ays ro mat.
ter what succoss the army may achieve,
there will be po real peace while Otis is
kept in command.

SAN FRANCISCO. Nov. 6 —The trans;or.
Ohio with the only voluntesr troop of cav-
alry which bas eerved In the Philippines
arrived In port tkis moranilpg. thirtr-elght
days out from Manile. On board were 243
discharged men, mosily from the regular
army, forty-nine men and three offic:Ts of
the Nevada Cavalry, three navy prlzoners
and the bodles of two regular soldiers whi
‘died on the voysge. The Nevada Cavalry,
under command of Capt. F. M. Linscott.
was sent to the Philippines one yeéar ago.
At that time the roster showed nicety-one
men.
